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CHESTER,  June  26,  1867. 
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GENTLEMEN : 

At  the  close  of  this,  the  Fifth  Annual  Session  of  this 
Academy,  I  present  to  your  body  a  brief  outline  of  the 
history  and  the  workings  of  the  institution  during  the  last 
scholastic  year.  Whilst  the  anticipation  of  financial  troubles 
in  the  country,  and  the  subsidence  of  the  military  fervor  in 
the  nation,  have  operated  to  the  detriment  of  many  educa¬ 
tional  institutions,  especially  those  having  the  military  ele¬ 
ment  in  their  organization,  this  Academy  has  been  full 
almost  to  its  capacity,  whilst  the  average  attendance  for  the 
whole  year  was  greater  than  during  the  preceding  session. 
The  course  of  mathematical  and  scientific  studies  has  been 
greatly  enlarged,  and  the  organization  of  the  cadets  into 
classes  made  more  complete.  A  class  of  cadets  was  gradu¬ 
ated  at  the  close  of  the  year,  receiving  each  from  your 
Board,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Civil  Engineering,  having 
completed  thoroughly  an  extensive  preparatory  course.  In 
all  the  departments  of  study,  the  cadets  have  made  highly 
satisfactory  advancement,  as  was  attested  by  the  rigid  exami¬ 
nations  at  Christmas,  at  Easter,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
term.  The  marked  improvement  in  the  scholarly  habits  of 
the  Corps,  is  attributable  largely  to  our  private  room  system 
for  study,  under  which,  whilst  the  cadet  is  free  from  the 
noise  and  confusion  attendant  upon  the  assembly  of  a  large 
number  of  youth  in  a  single  room,  he  is  yet  subject  to  the 
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constant  supervision  of  officers,  whose  business  is  to  police 
the  cadet  quarters  during  study  hours. 

The  deportment  of  the  cadets  has  in  general  been  charac¬ 
terized  by  a  spirit  of  cheerful  subordination ;  but  few  im¬ 
portant  violations  of  the  regulations,  or  manifestations  of  a 
refractory  spirit,  have  occurred.  We  refer  with  pleasure, 
to  the  gentlemanly  demeanor  of  the  cadets  when  off  the 
grounds  of  the  Academy,  during  term  time,  for  which 
the  Corps  has  been  often  and  flatteringly  mentioned. — 

The  Academy  in  this,  as  in  every  previous  year  of  its  exis¬ 
tence,  has  been  blessed  in  a  remarkable  manner,  in  the 
conversion  of  cadets,  of  whom  about  twenty  have  already 
joined  the  various  churches  of  their  parents.  As  about 
one-half  of  the  cadets  are  professing  Christians,  the  moral 
tone  of  the  Corps  is  elevated,  and  frowns  upon  profanity, 
impurity,  untruthfulness,  or  other  vicious  indulgence. 

In  consequence  of  the  death  of  the  honored  John  P. 
Crozer,  and  the  wide-spread  announcement  some  months 
subsequently,  of  his  long  cherished  intention  of  presenting 
the  building  now  occupied  by  us  to  the  Baptist  denomination 
for  a  Theological  Seminary,  considerable  misapprehension 
existed  at  a  distance  as  to  our  tenure  upon  the  property  ;  and 
we  have  reason  to  believe  that  persons  who  had  already  made 
application  for  admission  to  the  Academy  were  deterred 
from  entering,  by  the  thought  that  the  execution  of  his 
design  would  take  place  immediately.  Our  lease  includes 
another  full  scholastic  year ;  thus  allowing  us  ample  time 
to  make  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Corps. 

When  it  was  publicly  known  that  the  Academy  would 
be  removed  from  its  present  location,  we  were  honored  by 
requests  from  many  parts  of  the  State,  to  move  the  Institu¬ 
tion  to  various  eligible  points.  Prominent  gentlemen  of 
Chester  and  vicinity  however  promptly  offered  to  organize 
a  company  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  the  Academy.  The  site  chosen  and  purchased 
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is  the  most  desirable  in  Chester,  and  covers  more  than 
twenty  acres.  Occupying  an  elevation  of  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  feet  above  the  water,  towards  which  it  gently  slopes,  it 
commands  for  many  miles  a  beautiful  view  of  the  Delaware 
Diver  and  the  surrounding  country.  Without  any  dispar¬ 
agement  to  the  admirable  building  and  handsomely  located 
grounds  we  now  occupy,  we  will  under  God  before  another 
year  be  in  possession,  on  a  lease  of  ten  years,  of  a  building 
expressly  constructed  for  the  Academy,  and  therefore 
specially  adapted  to  our  wants,  upon  a  site  equally  beautiful 
with  our  present  location  and  much  nearer  the  Chester 
station. 

The  commencement  exercises  were  largely  attended  by 
patrons  and  friends  of  the  Academy  from  New  York,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Baltimore,  Chester  and  other  cities.  The  orations 
of  the  cadets  were  highly  spoken  of  as  displaying  much 
literary  taste  and  oratorical  skill.  The  diplomas  conferring 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Civil  Engineering,  were  presented 
by  the  Hon.  Wm.  E.  Lehman,  representing  the  Board,  in 
an  appropriate  address.  He  gracefully  complimented  the 
graduates  upon  their  attainments  and  expressed  the  warm 
interest  felt  by  the  Board  in  their  future  success.  The 
military  exercises  were  conducted  under  the  inspection  of 
Jas.  H.  Orne,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Military  Committee. 
These  exercises  necessarily  brief,  owing  to  the  demands  of 
the  occasion  upon  the  time  of  the  Trustees,  consisted  of 
Artillery  practice,  parade  and  review.  We  believe  that 
they  sustained  the  high  reputation  of  the  Academy  for 
thoroughness  of  instruction  in  the  Military  Department. 

At  the  conclusion  of  these  regular  exercises  the  Corps 
with  the  Trustees  and  other  friends  of  the  Academy  ad¬ 
journed  to  the  site  of  the  proposed  building,  about  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile  from  our  present  location.  The  corner¬ 
stone  of  the  new  edifice  was  laid  by  Frank  Wells,  Esq.,  of 
the  Evening  Bulletin,  who  made  an  address  appropriate  to

the  occasion.  This  gentleman’s  remarks  were  highly  com¬ 
plimentary,  predicting  for  the  institution  a  brilliant  and 
useful  future. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  efficiency  of  this  Academy,  not 
only  as  an  institution  possessing  educational  advantages  of 
a  very  high  order,  but  as  thoroughly  preparing  young  men 
for  the  military  service  of  the  country,  prominent  members 
of  your  body  have  suggested  the  expediency  of  an  appli¬ 
cation  to  Congress,  to  permit  those  graduates  who  have 
attained  the  grade  of  honor,  to  appear  before  an  examining 
board,  as  applicants  for  admission  to  the  various  Corps  of 
the  Army.  That  this  privilege  may  be  obtained  is  not 
unlikely,  since  a  similar  plan  has  been  proposed  at  the 
National  Capital,  for  institutions  that  have  heretofore  been 
exclusively  literary  and  scientific  in  their  instruction. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  mention  that  the  Academy  was 
visited  during  the  year  by  the  Hon.  Schuyler  Colfax, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  accompanied  by 
the  Hon.  J.  M.  Broomall,  and  other  prominent  gentlemen. 
Mr.  Colfax  was  received  by  the  Corps  with  the  appropriate 
salute.  After  reviewing  the  cadets,  inspecting  quarters, 
and  ascertaining  our  general  system  of  internal  arrange¬ 
ments,  this  gentleman  expressed,  in  complimentary  terms, 
his  admiration  of  the  conduct  of  the  Academy.  Thanking 
you,  gentlemen,  for  the  kind  and  hearty  interest  you  have 
evinced  in  the  prosperity  of  this  institution,  and  for  the 
cordial  and  able  co-operation  you  have  ever  afforded  me  in 
my  efforts  to  make  this  Academy  not  only  materially  pros¬ 
perous,  but  beneficial  in  the  highest  sense,  to  those  over 
whom  I  am  placed  as  an  instructor,

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_ 'Location . 

The  Pennsylvania  Military  Academy  is  located  near  the  city  of  Chester, 
on  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad,  and 
about  a  half  hour’s  ride  from  Philadelphia. 

The  buildings  are  in  extent  and  appearance,  and  in  beauty  and  health¬ 
fulness  of  situation,  unsurpassed  by  any  school  buildings  in  the  country. 

The  cadet  quarters  are  divided  into  about  fifty  apartments,  designed 
each  for  the  occupancy  of  two  persons.  These  rooms  are  supplied  with 
gas,  heated  and  well  ventilated. 

The  campus  in  front  of  the  Academy,  embracing  several  acres,  and 
judiciously  embellished  with  shade  trees,  affords  a  superior  place  for  drill 
and  physical  recreation.  The  drill  room,  with  gymnasium  attached,  three 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  long,  furnishes  unusual  advantages  for  in-door  ex¬ 
ercises. 

It  is  designed,  in  this  Institution,  to  unite  with  moral  and  mental  edu¬ 
cation,  a  thorough  course  of  military  instruction,  both  theoretical  and 
practical.  The  physical  exercises  attendant  upon  the  drills,  construction 
of  fortifications,  and  other  works  of  practical  engineering,  employs  much 
of  the  time  of  recreation  often  wasted  by  students. 

In  all  the  routine  of  duties,  the  cadet  is  subject  to  a  system  of  police 
regulations,  designed  to  make  him  prompt,  systematic  and  gentleman-like. 

The  observation  of  several  years  has  convinced  the  President  that  this 
branch  of  military  instruction  tends  to  make  the  cadet  scrupulously  exact 
and  punctual  in  the  performance  of  duty.  The  President  has  had  a  long 
and  successful  experience  in  the  conduct  of  military  institutions ;  he  ap¬ 
preciates  the  responsibility  of  his  position,  and  labors  conscientiously  to 
so  educate  the  young  that  they  will  be  fitted  to  act  the  part  of  healthy, 
wise  and  high-minded  men.  A  charter  has  been  granted  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  which  confers  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees  all  the  powers  and  privi¬ 
leges  of  the  highest  educational  institutions.  It  also  authorizes  the  Gover¬ 
nor  of  this  Commonwealth  to  furnish  the  Academy  with  arms  for  the 
infantry,  artillery  and  cavalry  drills,  together  with  tents  and  other  camp 
equipage. 

To  obtain  the  degree  of  A.  B.  the  cadet  must  have  completed  the  colle¬ 
giate  course,  and  passed  his  final  examination;  to  obtain  a  degree  in  the 
Scientific  Department,  he  must  have  completed  the  scientific  course,  and 
passed  his  final  examination.  In  either  case  he  must  have  been  in  the 
Academy  at  least  two  years. 

It  is  believed  that  the  standard  of  studies  and  the  requirements  from 
the  cadets  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  the  best  colleges  in  the 
country. 
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Cadets  of  correct  deportment,  if  sufficiently  advanced  in  the  course,  are 
permitted  to  study  in  their  private  rooms ;  but  those  who  are  indolent  or 
defective  in  general  conduct,  are  required  to  study  in  the  assembly  room, 
where  an  officer  is  always  present. 

At  tattoo  the  cadets  will  retire  quietly  to  the  sleeping  apartments,  where 
each  in  his  own  appointed  bed,  may  repose  as  undisturbed  as  at  his  own 
home.  The  rule  of  the  sleeping  rooms  is  perfect  quietness  from  tattoo 
until  reveille;  no  conversation  upon  any  subject  whatever  is  permitted, 
excepting  necessary  communications  to  an  officer  of  the  Academy.  To 
insure  this,  the  Officer  in  Charge  will  be  present  in  the  rooms,  and  strictly 
enforce  this  regulation. 

The  Officer  in  Charge  has  a  constant  oversight  of  the  cadets,  and  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  their  good  behaviour  during  his  tour  of  duty. 

This  constant  supervision  of  the  cadets  will  assure  parents  and  guardians 
that  no  effort  is  spared  to  avoid  the  influences  resulting  from  carelessness 
or  defective  discipline.

In  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  eight  hours  per  day  are  assigned 
for  studies,  one  hour  for  drill,  eight  hours  for  sleep,  and  one  and  a-half  for 
meals,  leaving  five  and  a-half  hours  for  recreation  or  special  duties. 

Upon  Saturday — and  the  Sabbath  of  course — this  table  is  varied  from, 
but  all  duties  on  every  day  are  performed  with  the  strictest  regard  for 
punctuality. 

All  trains  of  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad  stop 
at  Chester.  • 
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Mental  "Culture. 

In  the  work  of  instruction,  the  President  is  aided  by  a  corps  of  expe¬ 
rienced  and  competent  teachers,  who  devote  their  time  exclusively  to  the 
business  of  the  Academy. 

Each  instructor  has  been  selected  because  of  his  peculiar  fitness  for  the 
department  to  which  he  is  assigned,  and  he  is  held  responsible  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duty  to  his  classes.  In  order  to  satisfy  himself  of 
the  proper  advancement  of  all  the  cadets,  the  President  frequently  ex¬ 
amines  the  respective  classes. 

Thoroughness  is  aimed  at  in  all  instruction,  and  no  pains  are  spared  to 
teach  the  cadet  to  think,  and  to  impart  habits  of  observation  and  reflection. 
In  the  Mathematics  and  Practical  Sciences  it  is  sought  to  make  the  know¬ 
ledge  imparted  available  in  the  mechanical  pursuits,  and  in  Engineering  in 
all  its  branches. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  embraces  the  study  of  Inorganic  and 
Organic  forms  of  matter,  the  Analysis  and  Composition  of  Substances,  and 
the  application  of  this  knowledge  to  agriculture  and  other  industrial  arts. 

The  Academy  is  supplied  with  costly  and  extensive  apparatuses  for  illus¬ 
trating  almost  every  branch  of  Natural  Science,  and  also  with  instruments 
for  field  exercises  in  Surveying  and  Engineering. 

Complete  courses  of  Lectures  are  given,  during  the  session,  to  the  classes 
in  Natural  Science,  and  many  lectures  of  general  interest  to  the  whole 
Academy. 

Those  cadets  who,  upon  examination,  are  found  deficient  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  English  branches,  viz :  Orthography,  Reading,  Penmanship,  and  the 
rudimentary  principles  of  Arithmetic  and  Grammar,  will  be  required  to 
give  their  exclusive  attention  to  these  studies  until,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
President,  they  are  prepared  for  a  more  advanced  course. 

Previous  to  each  of  the  vacations  there  is  an  examination  upon  the 
studies  pursued  during  the  current  part  of  the  session.  The  examinations 
are  preceded  by  thorough  reviews  in  all  the  classes. 


Moral  Training  and  discipline. 

In  moral  training  the  Bible  is  the  principal  text  book,  and  by  all  pru¬ 
dent  means,  the  adoption  of  its  principles  as  the  standards  of  truth  and 
duty,  is  recommended.  It  is  designed  that  a  strong  religious  (but  not  sec¬ 
tarian)  influence  shall  pervade  the  training  and  discipline  of  the  cadets. 
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Upon  the  Sabbath  all  attend  church  in  the  care  of  some  member  of  the 
Academic  or  Military  Staff,  and  the  denominational  preferences  of  parents 
will  be  consulted  so  far  as  convenient. 

All  cadets  spend  a  portion  of  the  Sabbath  in  the  study  of  the  Scriptures. 
They  also  attend  the  daily  devotional  exercises  of  the  Academy. 

It  is  aimed  to  imbue  them  with  high-minded  and  gentleman-like  senti¬ 
ments.  Truthfulness,  honor,  candor  of  disposition,  and  doing  right  because 
it  is  right,  are  insisted  upon.  By  appealing  to  the  moral  sense,  discipline 
is  often  a  means  of  elevating  the  character,  and  a  cheerful  obedience  to 
rules  is  secured. 

A  system  of  discipline  has  been  devised  and  adopted  which  consists  of 
five  grades  of  standing,  denominated  respectively — correct;  first,  second, 
third  and  fourth  delinquents.  Each  grade  of  delinquency  has  a  certain 
class  of  penalties  attached.  These  penalties  consist  principally  of  extra 
guard  duty,  and  the  deprivation  of  privileges  allowed  to  other  cadets. 

If  a  cadet  pass  through  the  fourth  grade  of  delinquency  without  re¬ 
formation,  or  commit  any  flagrant  violation  of  order  or  decorum,  he  will 
be  tried  by  the  Academic  Staff,  and  may  be  retired,  dismissed  or  expelled 
from  the  Academy  ;  if  he  be  too  young  for  this  sort  of  discipline  he  shall 
he  governed,  though  corporal  punishment  become  necessary.  It  is  deter¬ 
mined  that  the  laws  of  this  Academy  shall  be  enforced  and  the  authority 
of  its  officers  respected ;  the  means  used  to  this  end  will  be  as  mild  as  is 
consistent  with  its  accomplishment. 

At  Christmas  and  Easter  each  patron  will  receive  a  faithful  report  of  the 
conduct  and  scholarship  of  his  son  or  ward,  and  at  the  end  of  the  session 
a  general  merit  roll,  giving  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  real  standing  of 
all  cadets,  will  be  published  in  the  Annual  Circular. 

All  articles  sent  to  cadets  will  be  inspected  by  the  Quartermaster  of  the 
Academy,  and  any  article  deemed  objectionable,  will  be  returned  by  ex¬ 
press  to  the  sender. 

The  use  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  of  tobacco  in  any  form,  and 
of  cards  or  dice,  is  strictly  prohibited.  No  applicant  who  has  been  ad¬ 
dicted  to  the  use  of  liquor  or  tobacco  will  be  admitted  as  a  cadet  till  he  has 
given  a  written  pledge  to  abstain  from  its  use  while  subject  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Academy. 


Military  instruction . 

This  is  divided  into  two  departments — Theoretical  and  Practical. 

The  former  consists  of  the  studies  of  the  drills  of  the  several  corps  of  the 
army,  strategy,  field  fortifications,  siege  operations,  construction  of  roads 
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and  bridges,  and  other  branches  of  military  engineering.  This  course  is 
pursued  in  the  school  room  during  the  hours  assigned  for  study  ;  it  is  op¬ 
tional,  and  may  be  omitted  at  the  request  of  parents  or  guardians. 

The  Practical  consists  of  the  drills  in  infantry  and  artillery  tactics — the 
sword  and  bayonet  exercise,  police  duty,  the  construction  of  field  fortifica¬ 
tions,  and  so  much  of  the  other  actual  field  operations  included  in  military 
engineering,  as  the  time  of  the  cadets  will  permit.  This  course  is  attended 
to  in  the  hours  assigned  for  drill  in  the  .table  of  time,  and  all  cadets  are 
required  to  participate  in  it. 

For  developing  muscle,  expanding  the  chest,  and  making  the  whole 
physical  man  healthy  and  vigorous,  and  at  the  same  time  for  giving  an 
erect  and  graceful  carriage,  and  for  teaching  habits  of  promptness,  order 
and  punctuality,  practical  military  instruction  is  unequalled. 

To  facilitate  instruction  in  this  department  the  State  has  furnished  a  full 
battery  of  six  brass  guns,  and  artillery  and  cavalry  sabres. 

The  instructors  in  these  departments  are  gentlemen  thoroughly  educated 
in  the  military  schools  of  this  country  or  Europe,  some  of  them  having 
been  engaged  in  actiye  service  in  the  field. 


Xfe  ftLospital. 

The  hospital  is  admirably  adapted  to  afford  perfect  quiet  and  comfort  to 
the  sick,  and  convenience  to  the  nurses. 

In  cases  of  sickness  more  threatening  than  those  light  attacks  of  headache, 
etc.,  with  which  boys  are  often  visited,  parents  may  rely  upon  the  prompt 
attendance  of  the  surgeon  or  such  other  physician  as  the  patron  or  President 
may  designate.  Attentive  and  experienced  nurses  will  do  all  that  is  possi¬ 
ble  to  relieve  the  suffering. 


Wardrobe ,  Uniform ,  SfC. 

The  dress  uniform  of  cadet  gray  will  be  made  and  trimmed  according  to 
pattern  in  the  Academy. 

The  cap  will  be  made  of  blue  cloth,  according  to  pattern  in  the  Academy. 

The  overcoat  will  be  made  of  gray  kersey,  according  to  pattern  in 
Academy. 

Every  cadet  will  be  required  to  have  one  suit  of  uniform  always  in 
order.  For  undress,  a  sack  coat  and  trowsers  of  cadet  -gray,  made  and 
trimmed  according  to  pattern  in  Academy,  will  be  worn  when  off  duty. 
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In  order  to  secure  perfect  uniformity  and  cheapness,  all  uniform  clothing 
must  be  purchased  of  the  tailor  of  the  Academy,  Mr.  M.  0.  Thackray,  No. 
934  Spring  Garden  street,  Philadelphia,  or  at  the  Academy,  when  it  is  more 
convenient  to  patrons. 

Each  cadet  shall  provide  himself  with  the  following  articles :

Each  article  owned  by  cadet  must  be  marked  with  owner’s  name  in  full. 

This  inventory  has  been  prepared  in  order  that  parents  may  not  send  to 
the  Academy  useless  articles  ;  as  no  other  dress  than  that  prescribed  shall 
be  worn  by  cadets  on  any  occasion,  without  permission,  after  the  cadet 
shall  have  been  provided  with  the  uniform. 

The  articles  marked  thus  (*)  must,  for  the  sake  of  uniformity,  be  pro- 
*  cured  of  the  Quartermaster — to  those  desiring«.it,  he  will  furnish  any 
articles  on  the  above  list.

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'Calendar . 

The  Academical  Year  consists  of  one  session,  commencing  on  the  first 
Thursday  in  September,  and  ending  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June,  inter¬ 
mitting  two  weeks  at  Christmas,  and  one  week  at  Easter.

On  Thursday,  September  5th,  Thursday,  January  2d,  and  Thursday, 
April  16th,  at  four  o’clock  P.  M.,  the  first  drum  of  the  respective  parts  of 
the  session  will  be  beat  for  duty.  If  parents  knew  and  felt  the  unspeaka¬ 
ble  importance  of  punctuality  in  obtaining  an  education,  not  one  cadet 
would  be  absent  unless  detained  by  real  sickness. 

It  is  a  rule  of  this  Academy  that  every  cadet  shall  answer  to  the  first 
roll  call  after  each  vacation,  and  failure  so  to  do,  will  be  regarded  and 
punished  as  want  of  punctuality  at  any  other  period  of  the  session. 

No  cadet  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Academy  during  the  time  of 
school  duty,  except  in  cases  which  the  judgment  of  the  President  shall  de¬ 
termine  as  strictly  necessary. 

Saturday  afternoon,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  five,  is  the  time  as¬ 
signed  for  parents  and  friends  to  visit  cadets ;  but  they  are  invited  to  visit 
the  Institution  and  see  its  practical  working  at  any  time,  except  on  the 
Sabbath.

The  charges  per  session,  are  payable  one  half  upon  entering,  the  re¬ 
mainder  on  the  1st  of  January. 

Cadets  entering  after  the  second  week  of  the  session,  will  be  charged  only 
from  date  of  entrance  ;  one  half  upon  entering,  the  remainder  on  the  1st  of 
January.  It  is  a  condition  upon  which  the  cadet  is  admitted,  that  he 
remain  in  the  Academy  until  the  end  of  the  current  session  unless  dis¬ 
charged  by  the  President.

Injury  to  property  will  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  cadet  commit¬ 
ting  it,  and  his  spending  money,  so  far  as  necessary  or  sufficient,  will  be 
appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Bills  arising  from  medical  attendance,  medicine  and  nursing,  will  be 
extra.  Should  sickness  detain  any  cadet  from  the  Academy  longer  than 
one  month,  six  dollars  per  week  will  be  refunded,  as  the  estimated  cost  of 
board  and  washing. 

It  is  an  invariable  rule,  that  all  spending  money  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Treasurer  for  disbursement,  and  that  cadets  shall  receive  no  money 
from  parents  or  others,  except  through  him,  while  subject  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Institution. 

Cadets  will  incur  no  bills  without  distinct  permission  from  the  President 
of  the  Academy. 

No  bills  will  be  incurred  for  cadets,  except  by  an  order  from  parents  or 
guardians,  and  on  the  account  of  funds  previously  deposited  with  the 
Treasurer ;  but  the  fact  of  a  parent’s  sending  a  son  to  the  Academy,  shall 
be  considered  an  order  to  furnish  him  with  and  keep  in  order  the  articles 
required  in  this  circular,  if  he  shall  not  have  been  provided  with  them. 

Drafts  will  be  forwarded  for  all  bills  not  paid  within  ten  days  after  their 
presentation.

The  grades  are  determined  with  the  greatest  care  and  accuracy,  and  as 
shown  in  the  merit  roll  of  the  classes,  give  a  correct  and  comprehensive 
view  of  the  conduct  and  scholarship  of  the  cadets. 

100  is  the  Normal  Grade  in  each  department  of  study  and  conduct,  and 
its  retainment  implies  perfectness  in  the  cadet.  This  grade  is  lowered  by 
violation  of  rule,  neglect  of  duty,  or  deficient  scholarship,  in  proportion  to 
the  gravity  of  the  offence. 

When,  in  any  department,  the  grade  of  a  cadet  falls  to  zero,  he  is  ipso 
facto,  dismissed  from  the  Academy. 

The  GRADE  OF  HONOR  is  conferred  upon  cadets  who  have  been  on  duty 
during  the  whole  session,  and  have  retained  an  average  grade  of  95.
